councilmen were on hand. J. L. Butt, 
re-elected from the 1st ward, J. D. 
Keith from 2nd ward, and H. S. Tros- 
tle from 3rd ward. Other councilmen 
present were Codori, Stock, Shealer, 
Tawney and Koch. 


Andy Weikert asked council for a 


cinder path for residents of his section 
from shirt factory to W. M. R. R. and 
was told that matter was in hands of 
Highway Committee. 


Hon. 
D. P. McPherson asked that 


the council pay the Bechtel claim for 
damages by sewer going through their 
property. It had been agreed to pay 
S50 to his clients but same had never 
been paid. Sewer Committee was di- 
rected to report facts to the council at 
their next meeting. 


Councilman Codori 
reported 
alley 


across East Confederate avenue open, 
gates in process of being erected, and 
that the concrete work should not be 
put in until spring. Borough Attor- 
ney Wible reported bond filed in court 
for opening alley through land of Mar-

Winter. Upon

This leaves 
the cost to the borough 9258.24 for one 
half of the borough 
pavements 
in 


Square, a sum much less than the esti- 
mate made for the COMPII.KR when this 
paper began to urge that these pave- 
ments be built. Property owners bear- 
ing approximately two-thirds of the 
cost of the curb leaves 9169.25 for the 


borough to pay a total cost to the town 
of $427.49. Bills are to be sent to the 
various 
property owners 
for their 


share of the curbs and thirty days are 
allowed in which payment can be 
made. On East Middle street and 
West Middle street the curbs cost 2« 
cents a foot, on Railroad street 33 
:ents, on Chambersburg street 38 cents 
and on Baltimore street 42 1-4 cents. 
The difference In COPT was cine to *h«> 
depth of the curb varying and on ac- 
count of other conditions. The prices 
given include both the curb and water 
table.

to be assessed of each property owner.

BLOOD POISONING|CAUSED, IN- 
JURY BEING UNATTENDED TO. 


The Spider Was Found on a Waft* 


Used in the Delivery 


of Bananas. 


Leo Shorb, aged 50 years, died of 


blood poisoning*in York Sunday morn- 
ing. The blood poisoning was caused. 
by bite of a banana bug or tarantula, 
last Tuesday. 
On that day Mr. Shorb 


was hauling some goods for Henry 
Washers and he noticed that an insect 
like a spider had bitten him on the 
left forearm. He brushed off the in- 
sect and killed il with his foot. He 
thought little of the incident until 
about twenty-four hours later, when 
nearly crazed with pain, he staggered 
into the office of Dr. J. H. Weakley 
and sought professional aid. By that 
time the germ had made great rav- 
ages in his system and there was a 
well defined case of blood poisoning., 
and despite the attention of the doc- 
tor, 
Shorb's condition continued worse 


until death ensued, as stated. Mr. 
Shorb had been employed as a driver 
for the York transfer company for the 
past nine years. 
It is supposed that 


the insect was in the wagon from 
hauling bananas on a day prior to 
Tuesday 
Mr. Shorb had often seen 


banana bugs and he said the one 
which bit him was not so large as 
others he had seen. 
This one he de- 


scribed as being about the size of a 
bumblebee. His arm became terribly 
swolen and discolored and the pain 
was most severe until a short time be- 
fore his death, Mr. Shorb is survived 
by his wife and six children. Paul,

Election Contest Dropped. 


Edward A Weaver, Esq. Democratic 


Candidate for District Attorney at the 
Nov. election and who was defeated 
I 


by Robt. E. Wible, Esq. by 138 votes, 
had papers prepared to contest the 
election. The papers were signed by 
Mr. Weaver aud 25 citizens aud in the 
papers it was alleged that a number 
of voles were cast by electors who were 
not qualified by reason that they bad 
not paid a State or County tax within 
two years. That a number of electors 
not registered voted without first beiug 
duly sworn aud without signing the 
oath required oy law aud without 
proof of their right to vote. That af- 
fidavits 
of persons voting ou age or 


without being on Registry of voters 
were not returned to court. That de- 
fectively marked ballots were illegally 
received aud counted. That a number 
who were not residents of the district 
in which they voted were allowed to 
vote. That the illegal votes so cast 
were more than sufficient to change 
the result of the election for District 
Attorney aud it was alleged that this 
illegal voting was done in the three 
wards of 
Gettysburg, Cumberland, 


Menallen, Strabau aud Tyrone town- 
ships. A re-count in these districts 
was proposed. 
Five of the petitioners 


swore to the truth of the facts. 


Edward A. Weaver appeared before 


Judge Swope with the petition ou last 
Thursday and explaining the petition 
to court asked what the amount of 
bond would be aud was told that it 
ouglit to be $15,COO but would be made 
$8,"00. The amount of 
bond being 


considered by Mr. Weaver to be pro- 
hibitory, the proceedings were drop- 
ped. 


Gettysburg has a few public spirit- 


ed citizens, and this is an element a 
town r-an not have too much of. and 
it is strange that more individuals do 
not come to the conclusion that public 
spiritc-dness is a good paying proposi- 
tion. The men who live for them- 
selves alone are the ones their neigh- 
bors let alone but those who in their 
living endeavor to benefit their neigh- 
bors and town live to get back more 
than they give. Those who give get 
back and it is the ones who never 
give never get back anything-. Hence 
public spiritedness pays. 


In a recent interview with one of 


the most, public spirited citizens of 
Gettysburg the work he has been do- 
ing was spoken of and when the total 
of the work and outlay had been told 
Hiid the greater part being done to 
make the town better, healthier and 
a more beautiful place to live in the 
direct question was unblushingly put 
to him. VOien you consider all you 
have done and propose to do. do you 
consider yourself a philanthropist or 
is it just good business, aud unhesitat- 
ingly he answered. "Good business. 
and the figures will show that I will 
come out ahead. Of course I've got to 
live to get there." 
This citizen, you 


have already guessed his name, is Mar- 
tin Winter. 


Listen to what he has done in one 


year's time to push ahead your town, 
my town and his own town, possessed 
of a confidence that it does pay and 
that there will lie a good return to 
him in the future of Gettysburg and 
he speaks with experience for this 
same citizen went ahead and develop- 
ed the north end. Lincoln street and 
Broadway, and has lived to see this 
section fulfill all his expectations, 


Go down Hanover street to near 


Rock Creek and you will see two new 
good-looking dwellings where former- 
ly stood t\vo that did not look that 
way. 
He has already given such an 


atmosphere to the street by the build- 
ings and surroundings that another 
citizen, C. S. Reaser, has bought-, a 
large lot on the south side of "the 
street on the high ground where he1 
proposes to erect a handsome home. 
Mr. Winter tore do-wn -the Haner house 
on that street and has erected a new 
ten room house. 
He remodeled the 


Artzherger house on the same street. 
making of it a practically new eleven 
rorm House. 
Tie has greatly improved 


his property on the Harrisburg road 
near Lincoln St., adding new porches 
and brick step". 
He has built new 


framc barn and outbuildings at the 
same location, removing old barn etc. 
He has made additions to the Jacobs 
propei ty on Chambersburg street. 


Mr. Winter went extensively into 


the building ct' new sidewalks. 
He 


made new sidewalks of brick bats and 
cinder six feet, wide and one foot thick 
with or without top dressings of crush- 
ed stone. Most of it along vacant lots 
where before there was impassable 
mud; 
200 feet on Water street, 600 


feet on Stratton street. 400 feet on 
West High Street, 100 feet on Broad- 
way. 700 feet of foundation for side- 
walk on Hanover street, 100 feet on 
Mumniasburg street, 300 feet on Har- 
risburg road and alleys of same con- 
struflion. 
He has constructed walks 


on Bast Lincoln street to Almshouse 
property, lowering and top dressing 
same with crushed 
limestone. The 


old Calp Lane near East Middle street 
has been filled up. 


Mr. Winter has been doing the un- 


usual thing in building additions to 
the town sewer when the borough did 
not see a way to do it. He built 750 
feet of an 8 inch sewer for use of 
dwelling on west end of Broadway and 
Carlisle street and northward on Car- 
lisle street a surface water sewer 000 
feet long has been built, made of IS 
inch terra cotta 
pipe with under- 


ground brick and terra cotta subways. 
In building these sewers for carrying 
water under ground he has built about 
a do/en drops with granite coping. 
such as used for similar places by the 
Battlefield Commission.

George Arnold. Samuel Fahnestock 
and Thomas Cooper, fine, courteous 
men and blessed, most of them, with 
descendants, too numerous to mention. 
Another prominent man of the oldest 
families of the place, was Mr. John 
B. McPherson, long the cashier of the 
bank, and for many years the only 
one in the county. He. too, was the 
happy father of two popular daught- 
ers and one illustrious son whom 1 
knew well in later life, whose letters, 
like those of Thaddeus Stevens, Wal- 
ter Swan, and 
other distinguished 


men were not easily disciphered. It 
is one of my regrets that all these let- 
ters were not preserved. Judge Mc- 
Clean will remember the cold buggy 
ride we had in the winter of '54, '55, 
when we went to Chambersburg to 
hear Horace Greely address the agri- 
cultuual society. He spoke from slips 
of paper held in his hand, on which 
he had dotted down some catch words 
on the car. The "Repository" wished 
to publish it and requested a copy. 
Horace wrote it out, and sent it, but

Another man of note was Mr. Craig 


Miller. He was a son of Gen. Miller, 
the founder of Millerstown (Fairfleld) 
—the brother-in-law of James Paxton, 
owner of Maria Furnace, and called 
*o after his wife, the mother of Dr. 
W. M. Paxton, and partner with Thad- 
deus Stevens, in the furnace near Fay- 
etteville, burned by Lee's army. His 
home was the stone house at the junc- 
tion of Washington street and the Em- 
mitsburg road, and substantial still, 
I presume, as when seventy-five years 
ago I slept in it with his son 
James as bedfellow. How many of the 
present dwellers of the now famous 
town know that it was built and dedi- 
cated as a church by Dr. Dobbins, and 
was used as a house of worship, a 
classical academy, and his dwelling, 
all simultaneously? 
What a monu- 


ment to the builders of former times! 


Craig Miller. I think he was a colo- 


nel of the militia of that day, and a 
soldier, as the Rev. C. G. McLean, and 
my uncle William also were,- when 
Baltimore was assaulted by the Brit- 
ish under General Ross in the war of 
1S12. 
He was a gentleman in his 


manner; he was sometimes careless 
in his dress, for one of the stories of 
the time was that he once returned 
home after an absence of some days, 
with more than one shirt on. 


These were all of the sturdy Scotch 


Irish 
stock. But tliere were other 


worthy representatives of the Father- 
land. There was the patriarch Geo. 
Smyser. noted for his public spirit and 
father of his Dickinson College bred 
son. 
Daniel. And there was Samuel 


Buehier, the druggist and bookseller, 
whose store was the rendezvous of the 
professors and students. He, too, was 
the father of several sons, three of 
whom I knew, David, the scholarly 
well read lawyer, and model editor, 
Alexander, a man of high character, 
and large knowledge, affability and 
daughters excellent of the earth. And 
there was Luther M. Stoever. the able 
professor, the genial conversationalist 
and whose delight it was to extend a 
generous hospitality to friend 
and 


stranger as well. 


These two blocks by education and 


intermarriage have in a large meas- 
ure like kindred drops melted into one 
Xot a few of the professors and the 
boys have found their betterhalves 
from among the Presbyterian ladies 
of the town and some of them I need 
not tell you, have come very close to 
us; and not without benefit to both. 
How the old aloofness has given way, 
and a sense of friendly equality now 
prevails. See witnesses of this in the 
Krauths, Gilberts, Stoevers and Rich- 
ards.

$25,000 for Gettysburg College. 
Resolutions wherein its members 


pledged themselves to raise $25,000 
toward the $150,000 required by Get- 
tysburg College under the terms of the 
Rockefeller foundation, were adopted 
last week by the York-Gettysburg Club 
The action was taken at a testimonial 
supper tendered Dr. W. A. Granville, 
president of the college, at the Colo- 
nial Hotel. Dr. Granville delivered 
an address in which he made special 
reference to the new endowment fund. 


This Foundation gives to the insti- 


tution $50,000 with the proviso that 
the college raises $150,000 by June. 
1913. Dr. Granville. in his address to 
the club, stated that $65.000 of the re- 
quired fund has been subscribed. This 
amount, it was stated, includes $25,- 
000 given by heirs of P. H. Glatfelter, 
Spring Grove. Dr. Granville announc- 
ed that Gettysburg college clubs all 
over the country have formed exten- 
sive plans for securing the amount of 
the endowment and that these plans

The very earliest wood engraving con- 
sisted of outlines and white spaces, 
with smaller black spaces, but shading 
Is rare.
